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In response to the Interview Summary mailed on August 6, 2007, Applicants agree with the 
substance of the interview summary regarding the August 1, 2007 telephonic interview in which the 
undersigned and Examiner Gembeh confirmed claims 23 and 24 are compositions claims. The 
Examiner had originally restricted claims 23 and 24 with method claims 20-22 drawn to a method 
of treating a disease connected with the function of the chaperone system or associated with the 
injury of the membrane of a cell or cell organellum. As a result of this clarification, claims 23 and 
24 are withdrawn from the current prosecution as directed to non-elected subject matter. 
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
